TerHo rst said that he dis­ 
cu ssed the matter with Fo rd 
late y esterday an d ag ain to day 
after v ice p residen t-desig n ate 
Nelso n A. Ro ckefeller said he 
g o t the imp ressio n that Fo rd 
has “ev ery in ten tio n ” o f seek­ 
in g the GOP n o min atio n . 
As v ice p residen t. Fo rd said 
he wo u ld n o t ru n fo r the p resi­ 
den cy . 
TerHo rst said at the time 
Fo rd made his first statemen t 
an the su bject he was bein g 
n o min ated as v ice p residen t 
an d felt it was n o t p ro p er to 
seek an y hig her o ffice.

$9 Billion 
Arres t Made In 
Airport Bombing 


Report Puts Nuclear 
Plants In Good Light 


LOS ANGELES (UPD - Po­ 
lice yesterday arrested Muhar- 
em Kurbegovic, a Yugoslavian 
printer, and charged with being 
the “ alphabet bomber” who 
killed three persons and wound­ 
ed 35 at Los Angeles Interna­ 
tional Airport Aug. 6. 
“ I'm convinced we have 
solved the airport bombing and 
the placing of a bomb at the 
Greyhound terminal,” said As­ 
sistant 
Police Chief Daryl 
Gates. Kurbegovic, 31. was ar­ 
rested in the men’s room of a 
restaurant in Hollywood. 
He was accused of being the 
“ Isaac R asim” who took re­ 
sponsibility for the airport 
bombing, claiming to be the 
“ chief military officer of the 
Aliens of America ” 
He was to be charged today 
with murder for the deaths of 
two Skycaps and a New Zea­ 
land passenger who were blast­ 
ed apart by the bomb left in a 
public locker 
The FB I said it would bring a 
federal charge of destruction of 
an airport, which carries a 
possible life prison term 
Police said Kurbegovic had 
been under surveillance for sev­ 
eral hours and was arrested 
after he dropped off a tape 
easette — the bomber’s method 
of leaving messages — and 
officers felt the voice on the 
tape was the same as that of 
“ R asim.” 
“ He was arrested on the ba­ 
sis of the voice on the tape,” a

The second bomb, found in 
the Greyhound bus terminal 
last Friday, was planted in a 
locker — “ L,” a message said. 


WASHINGTON (UPD - The 
House heard President Ford’s 
call for economy and cut a 
mass transit bill down from $20 
billion to $11 billion. 
It then heard a warning from 
R ep. Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, that 
the voting motorist doesn’t like 
trucks, and threw out a section 
that would have allowed heav­ 
ier trucks on Interstate high­ 
ways. 
The new six-year transit bill 
passed 324 to 92 yesterday and 
went to the Senate, where a 
similar bill is being considered 
in the Public Works Committee. 
The bill provides federal 
matching funds for both transit 
operation and new construction 
and improvement. The Secre­ 
tary of Transportation would 
decide, within limits, where and 
how the money would be spent. 
The big-truck section of the 
bill, deleted 257 to 155 on an 
amendment by R ep. Edward I. 
Koch, D-N.Y., would have in­ 
creased maximum axle load­ 
ings for trucks and introduced a 
new maximum weight formula 
that would have allowed gross 
weights for some trucks to rise 
as high as 90,000 pounds, com­ 
pared with the present 73,280 
maximum. 
Hays was offended by a re­ 
mark about the hardships the 
55 mph speed limit placed on 
truckers. He jumped to his feet 
and complained, “ There’s not a 
truck in the country that’s ob­ 
eying the 55 miles per hour 
speed limit.” 
Hays complained he had been 
stopped in Ohio for going 63 
mph, while trucks and buses 
roared through at 80 mph. 
“ They’re the worst law viola­ 
tors there are in the country’,” 
he said of the truckers. 
More than half the money 
remaining in the bill — $5.9 
billion — would go to nine cities 
that now have rail or subway 
systems or which are building 
them — Atlanta, Boston, Balti­ 
more, Chicago, Geveland, New 
York, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh 
and San Francisco. 
Another $2.9 billion would be 
parceled out by the Transporta­ 
tion Secretary’ for selected con­ 
struction and improvement 
projects in any urbanized area, 
while $1.7 billion would be 
available for urbanized areas 
other than the nine covered in 
the first section. Some $500 
million would be available for 
rural transit projects. 
When the money is used for 
projects such as new construc­ 
tion, the government would pay 
75 per cent of the cost. 


WASHINGTON (UPD - A 
new government-sponsored 
study concludes that nuclear 
power plants pose less risk to 
the public than hurricanes, tor­ 
nados or lightning. 
The probability of death from 
a nuclear reactor accident for 
persons within 20 miles of an 
atomic power plant is 1 chance 
in 300 million per year, accord­ 
ing to the investigation made 
public yesterday. 
In comparison, the study said 
the per year risk of death from 
a severe storm is one in 2.5 
million, from lightning one in 2 
million, from air travel one in 
100,000, from fires one in 25,000, 
from falls one in 10,000 and 
from motor vehicle accidents 
one in 4,000. 
“ It seems to me that the 
nuclear industry stands out 
very favorably indeed,” said 
Dixy Lee R ay, chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
which sponsored the $3 million 
study directed by Norman C. 
R asmussen, professor of nucle­ 
ar engineering at Massachu­ 
setts Institute of Technology. 
“ While there are some in the 


public sector who will feel that 
the likelihood of occurrence of 
nuclear power plant accidents 
should be made essentially 
zero, neither nuclear accidents 
nor nonnuclear accidents of any 
kind can have zero probabili­ 
ty,” the draft said. “ We do not 
now, and never have, lived in a 
risk-free world. 
“ The fact is that nuclear ac­ 
cident probabilities are so low 
that they are insignificant com­ 
pared to the overall risks due to 
other man-made and natural 
risks.” 
The major risk involved with 
a nuclear power plant is the 
release of large amounts of 
radioactive material due to a 
string of failures that would 
lead to the melting of the reac­ 
tor’s uranium fuel. R asmussen 
emphasized that it is impossible 
for a power plant reactor to 
explode like an atomic bomb 
because of the difference in 
fuel. 
The study considered the cur­ 
rent generation of power reac­ 
tors and not the breeder type 
that are expected to begin op­ 
eration in the mid 1980s.

Fight For Throne 


ADDIS ABABA (UPI) - Em­ 
peror Haile Selassie has begun 
a determined fight to preserve 
his hold on Ethiopia’s ancient 
throne in the face of renewed 
army attempts to strip away 
his power, diplomats said to­ 
day. 


The Ethiopian government in­ 
dicated for the first time it may 
be willing to begin talks with 
Eritrean rebels, attempting to 
halt a 12-year-old guerrilla war 
in the empire’s northernmost 
province. 


In the last few weeks, the 
army has stripped Selassie, the

Diplomatic observers said the 
emperior now seemed aware of 
his danger and was attempting 
to consolidate his position from 
further attack by the army. 
They said the emperor en­ 
couraged the leader of the Ethi­ 
opian Orthodox Church, Patri­ 
arch Abune Tewolfos, to issue a 
recent statement attacking a 
draft constitution. 
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Reserve Ban k Makes Plea For 
Tu rn -In Of Needed Pen n ies 


!-J Special Report 
SAN FRANCISCO - The 
Federal Reserve Bank of San 
Francisco has appealed to the 
public to turn in their spare 
pennies at any Bay Area bank 
participating in the penny cam­ 
paign. 


Persons who turn in $5 or 
more will receive a personal­ 
ized citation from the federal 
mint in Denver, a spokesman 
for the bank said. 


The appeal was issued by the 
reserve bank in response to a 
growing penny shortage. 
Mint officials estimate that 30 
billion pennies or more remain 
uncirculated because people 
find them a nuisance. 


Ronald Getz, public informa­ 
tion manager of the reserve 
bank, said another reason peo­ 
ple are hoarding pennies is 
because of speculation earlier 
this year that the mint would 


abandon copper in the coining 
of pennies in favor of alumi­ 
num, which is cheaper. 
Getz said the treasury has 
decided against the switch. He 
also said that it isn’t profitable 
to hord pennies for their miner­ 
al value. Copper is now valued 
at 88 cents a pound. 
In order to maintain the sup­ 
ply of pennies, the mint must 
coin 55 million more a day, 
mint officials report. 


Officials also note that if just 
one billion pennies are recircu­ 
lated, the taxpayers would save 
$10 million and if 15 billion 
pennies are recirculated, the 
mint would not have to coin 
pennies for almost two years, a 
savings of $150 million.

SAN LUIS OBISPO - When­ 
ever Don and T om m y . McKen­ 
zie drive through this small 
college town, they stop at what 
is to them its one visitor attrac­ 
tion — their fa vorite donut 
shop. 
Like the McKenzies, a large 
number of Americans have fa­ 
vorite donut places. In fact, 
they buy more than $! billion 
worth of the pastries every 
y ea r. These da y s, in other 
words, 
there 
is a lot 
more 
donuts than jelly . 
Take Campus Donuts, for ex ­ 
ample, which is the McKenzies’ 
favorite shop 
Owner-manager 
Ron W iseman, who m a rried 
into the business, say s the shop 
makes a gross profit of between 
$75,000 to $125,000 per y ear, 
“ depending on the price of 
wheat and shortening 
His net 
profit runs about 48 per cent of 


the gross. That means a tidy 
little income of $35,000 to $50,- 
000 a y ear. 
Americans consume millions 
of pounds of donuts every y ear 
— 628 million in 1972, according 
to the Census of Manufactures. 
Nonetheless, industry officials 
ex pect that they will be eating 
a good many more in the day s 
ahead. 
Kenneth Kuhn, vice-president 
in charge of development at 
Mister Donut, calls the industry 
“ totally underdeveloped.” With 
some 375 outlets in North Amer­ 
ica and more than 100 in J apan 
(where annual sa les reach $22 
million), Mister Donut is open­ 
ing new American outlets at the 
rate of about one a week. Al­ 
though most are franchise op­ 
erations, 
some are company 
stores. 
About once a month Mister 
Donut inaugurates a donut shop 
in premises that once housed a 
gas station. Such premises can 
be remodeled in about one-third 
the time it takes to build a 
donut shop. 


Other chains are competing 
actively to dot the American 
landscape with retail donut out­ 
lets. Dunkin’ Donuts, the larg­ 
est with some 750 franchises in 
36 states, Canada, England, and 
J apan and $135 million in an­ 
nual sa les, is hea ding west 


from its Boston area headquar­ 
ters. 
Winchell’s Donut House, with 
530 company -operated shops in 
13 states, is moving east from 
the Los Angeles area. It has

City market. Winchell’s claims 
to be No. 1 in profitability . 
Meanwhile, a spokesman for 
DCA Food Industries, estim a tes 
that there are some 5,000 inde­

equipment including sugaring 
machines, glazing tanks, a ma­ 
chine that cuts and fries 24,000 
donuts per hour, and another 
that lay s rings of jelly inside 
holed donuts. 
A ccording to Kuhn, 30,000 
people are needed to support a 
donut shop. He cites customer 
loy alty and high frequency of 
purchase as special features of 
the donut business. Regula r 
customers patronize pizza par­ 
lors once a month, Kuhn say s, 
ly id fried chicken outlets every 
17 or 18 day s. “ But people may 
buy donuts twice a week,” he 
notes, 
“ m a y be every other 
da y .” 
“ We'd like to be the MacDon­ 
a ld’s of the morning," say s 
Ro ss Roeder. president of Win- 
ch ell’s Donut House. He sees a 
continuing trend toward “ grab­ 
bing food on the run ” 
“ Most of our shops are in 
suburban a rea s,” he ex plains, 
“ where we can catch a man on 
his way to work and get him 
again when he comes home m 
the evening.” 
Donuts seem to be as old as 
leavened bread. Selling them 
“ like hotcakes” is comparative­ 
ly new.

But Bernard C. Hartung. re­ 
tired former staff member of 
the Senate Interior Committee, 
representing property owner 
Edward Fitzsimmons, opposed 
the addition of Wolfback Ridge. 
A resident of the area, Hartung 
contended the city of Sausalito 
was merely try ing to acquire 
its own buffer zone “ at the 
ex pense of the federal govern­ 
m ent.” 


Hartung also questioned the 
recreational value of the ridge. 
“ Any one 
ha ving intim a te 
knowledge of Wolfback knows 
that it is cold and windy during 
most of the y ea r,” he said. 
“ Also it's terrain is roughly 
precipitous and, consequently , 
does not lend itself to recrea 
tional zoning.” 
The former Senate aide also 
argued that the land was not 
needed because it was on the 
opposite side of the ridge from 
the main part of the Golden 
Gate Recreation Area.

SANTA ROSA — Sonoma 
County 
supervisors 
have 
learned that the Russian River- 
Cotati intertie aqueduct will 
cost $10 million more than orig­ 
inally estimated 
Richard Norton, assistant 
chief engineer for the Sonoma 
Water Agency, said delays and 
inflation have pushed the cost 
up to more than $30 million, a 
50 per cent increase over the 
$20 million estimate of a year 
ago. 
The aqueduct, which is to 
supply water to Southern Sono­ 
ma and Northern Marin coun­ 
ties, was first planned in 1969 
as a 140 million gallon per day 
pipeline. 
After Mann environmental­ 
ists mounted stiff opposition to 
the project in 1971, he said, it 
was revised into a 60 million 
gallon per day pipeline 
Norton said the bulk of the 
price increases came from 
higher steel costs. Most of the 
pipeline and its storage tanks 
are to be built of the metal. 
The project was delayed last 
fall by a request from Petalu­ 
ma to revise its carrying capac­ 
ity. 
Petaluma asked that its allo­ 
cation of about 9 million gallons 
per day be doubled because a 
federal judge had ruled that the 
city could not restrict popula­ 
tion growth by curtailing the 
water supply. 
The project, revised to meet 
Petaluma’s 
needs, 
is 
now- 
scheduled for completion in 
1977. 
The supervisors this week 
also heard Sheriff Donald Strie- 
peke recommend that deputies 
serving in the coroners office 
be rotated periodically to other 
duties so they will not be frozen 
into place without chance for 
promotions. The coroner's of­ 
fice was combined with the 
sheriff’s department six months 
ago.

Fairfax Budget Cut 
By Another $7,541 


The Fairfax Town Council, in 
a nearly four-hour session, last 
night sliced another $7,541 from 
the proposed budget for 1974-75. 
The council postponed a deci­ 
sion to hire a full-time or part- 
time recreation director until 
the next budget session Friday. 
It cut the $7,541 from the 
parks department budget, in­ 
cluding $6,554 salary for a pro­ 
posed additional employee and

SQUAW VALLEY (UPI) - 
The parent firm of the company 
that bought the state's holdings 
in Squaw Valley has placed 
itself in receivership and halted 
renovation work at the resort, 
site of the 1960 Winter Olym­ 
pics. 
Mainline Properties of Ameri­ 
ca bought the state's holdings 
last February for $2.5 million.

John R Poimitroo, public re­ 
lations official for Mainline, 
said the corporation’s problems

Kissinger 
Views U.S. 
Cyprus Role 


MIAMI BEACH OJPI) - De­ 
claring that "we cannot be the 
world's policeman," Secretary’ 
of State Henry A. Kissinger 
said last night the United States 
will not be pressured into any 
military intervention in Cyprus. 
"We will not yield to pressure 
but we will always listen to 
reason," Kissinger told the 
American Legion convention 
"We will act on foreign policy 
as trustees of the future, con­ 
scious that we will be judged on 
how well we built an enduring 
peace and not how often we 
bowed to the emotional de­ 
mands of the moment. 
"Our attitude will be that we 
cannot be the world’s police­ 
man." 
Applauded 14 times during 
his speech, and given a brief 
standing ovation at the end, 
Kissinger told the legionnaires 
that America must remain a 
m ilitary power "second to 
none 
‘America’s military might is 
the foundation of our diplomatic 
strength," he said. "B y demon­ 
strating that there is no alter­ 
native to negotiation, it is the 
precondition of our policy of 
relaxing tensions with our ad­ 
versaries " 
Kissinger apparently was un­ 
aware that about two dozen 
Greek sympathizers joined 
about 150 Cuban refugees in a 
peaceful demonstration outside 
the Fountainbleau Hotel where 
he spoke. The demonstrators 
were kept across the wide Col­ 
lins Avenue thoroughfare in 
front of the hotel.

Bill Would

WASHINGTON (UPD - Th e 
Senate today ap p rov ed a com­ 
p romise edu cation p ackage for 
Vietnam era v eterans, inclu d­ 
ing th e biggest increase in ben­ 
efits since th e end of World War 
II. 


Th e bill, ap p rov ed by v oice 
v ote, was sent to th e Hou se for 
final congressional ap p rov al. 
Th ere was no indication wh eth ­ 
er President Ford wou ld sign it. 


Th e legislation, worked ou t 
by Senate-Hou se negotiators, 
wou ld increase GI Bill benefits 
by 22.7 p er cent. 


In th e case of a single v eter­ 
an, th e bill wou ld increase 
month ly benefits from $220 to 
$270 a month . 
Veterans wou ld also become 
eligible for loans of $1,000 a 
y ear to h elp p ay edu cational 
costs. Th e fu nds wou ld be 
drawn on th e National Life 
Insu rance Tru st Fu nd with th e 
Veterans Administration setting 
th e interest rate.

Ford Tells Blacks About 
His Plan To Create Jobs 


WASHINGTON OJPD - Pres­ 
ident Ford told black Hou se 
members today be is consider­ 
ing a p u blic serv ice emp loy ­ 
ment p rogram to figh t u nem­ 
p loy ment of blacks in major 
cities, a leader of th e grou p 
said. 
Rep . Ch arles B. Rangel, D- 
N.Y., h ead of th e Black Cau cu s, 
told rep orters th e Hou se mem­ 
bers were “p leased” th at Ford 
“ recognizes th at ou r concerns 
are h is concerns.” 
Ford met with th e Hou se 
members in a friendly and con­ 
ciliatory gestu re aimed at im­ 
p rov ing relations between th e 
ex ecu tiv e branch and th e black 
lawmakers. Th e cau cu s was at 
odds with form er President 
Nix on and all bu t one of th em 
v oted against Ford’s nomina­ 
tion to be v ice p resident last 
y ear. 
Rangel said th at Ford “made 
it v ery clear h e is considering 
some kind p u blic of serv ice 
em p loy m ent.” Th e P resident 
said th e cou ntry need a “strong 
defense p ostu re” bu t also said I 
can assu re y ou th at th e defense 
bu dget is not sacrosanct," Ran­ 
gel said. 


With h is ch oice of Nelson A. 
Rockefeller to be v ice p resident 
ou t of th e way , Ford kep t a 
h eav y sch edu le. He attended 
th e memorial serv ices for slain 
ambassador Rodger P. Dav ies 
and later was to sign th e $25 
billion edu cation act wh ich in­ 
clu des stiff antibu sing p rov i­ 
sions. 
“Th e President h as adv ised 
u s th at not only is h is door op en 
to u s bu t more imp ortantly th at 
each of u s can call h im ,” said 
Rangel. 
Rep . Barbara Jordan, D-Tex ., 
was more cau tiou s in h er ch ar- 
aterization of th e m eeting. 
“Th e natu re of th e meeting 
today was let’s talk to each 
oth er. Th at, we did,” sh e said. 
Rangel said th e grou p left 
Ford a docu ment listing th eir 
long term concerns. He said it 
was not a “ sh op p ing list” bu t 
cov ered a range of su bjects 
inclu ding minority h ou sing, eco­ 
nomic dev elop ment, inclu sion 
of Africa in a meaningfu l way 
in foreign p olicy , th e military 
bu d get, h e a lth , na rc otic s, 
crime, v oting righ ts, imp rov ing 
th e statu s of all minorities in­ 
clu ding black women, amnesty 


and transp ortation. 
Th e black cau cu s also was 
ex p ected to ex p ress its p raise 
for Ford’s intention to get legis­ 
lation rep ealed th at allows th e 
United States to imp ort Rh ode­ 
sian ch rome desp ite U.N. Se­ 
cu rity Cou ncil economic sanc­ 
tions against Rh odesia. 
Ford was able to concentrate 
on h is general du ties as Presi­ 
dent after p icking former New 
York Gov . Nelson A. Rockefel­ 
ler as h is v ice p residential 
ch oice. 
Rockefeller, wh o made th ree 
u nsu ccessfu l bids for p resident 
on th e Rep u blican ticket h im­ 
self, told rep orters th at h e 
gained th e im p ression th at 
Ford “h as ev ery intention” of 
ru nning for a fu ll fou r-y ear 
term after h e fu lfills th e re­ 
mainder of former President 
Nix on’s tenu re. 


Rockefeller said th at Ford 
“talked abou t h imself” bu t not 
wh at h e wants to do regarding 
a ru nning mate in 1976. 
Wh ite Hou se news secretary 
J. F. terHorst told rep orters h e 
cou ld giv e th em "no gu idance” 
on Ford’s fu tu re p olitical p lans.

Sen. John L. Harmer of Glen­ 
dale, Republican nominee for 
■ lieutenant governor, yesterday 


j said that if he were Lt. Gov. Ed 
Reinecke. he would resign. 


Incumbent Reinecke was con- 
i victed last month on federal 
perjury charges, but has re­ 
fused to quit pending his ap- 
j peal. 


if Reinecke's conviction is 
; upheld in court action expected 
by the end of this month, Gov. 
Ronald Reagan is expected to 
! offer to appoint Harmer to the 
| vacancy. 


The senator, visiting the Inde- 
pendent-Joumal in a campaign 
swing through the North Bay, 
added that he was “ not offend­ 
ed" at Reinecke's failure to 
resign Harmer, Reinecke's at- 
I tomey a decade ago, argued 
Reinecke should quit because 
I “ the erosion of his dignity is 
now getting too severe " 


Harmer said he was undecid­ 
ed whether he would accept 
appointment to replace Re­ 
inecke It would help to run in 
November as an incumbent, he 
, said. Voters who object it would 
! give him an unfair advantage 
i “ won’t vote for me anyway," 
; he said. 
1 
The legislator recalled that 
he originally expected to be 
Reinecke's running mate in No- 
: vember. Reinecke s troubles 
with the law, however, cost him 
his race in June for the GOP 
nomination for governor. 


Harmer said his major cam­ 
paign problem is raising mo§- 
1 ey, pointing out that he is sT5 
short, of funds that he had to 
drop his entire professional 
staff of eight persons. 


His original budget for the 
November race was $700,000, > 
but has been trimmed to $350,- 
000 he reported. He said he 
spent about $120,000 in the pri­ 
mary- campaign 


Contributions to GOP candi­ 
dates had been almost nil until 
President Nixon's resignation, 
Harmer said, but in the past 
two weeks have shown “ a defi­ 
nite upturn " He added that he 
has up to 5,000 volunteers 
"ready to go " 
His Democratic opponent, 
Sen. Mervyn M 
Dymally, D- 
Los Angeles, is running an even 
more modest campaign in the 
hope of coastmg into office on 


the coattails of the Democratic 
candidate for governor, accord­ 
ing to Harmer. 
The senator, questioned about 
the need for the present full­ 
time Legislature, favored mak­ 
ing it part time again. “ We 
over-legislate the state now — 
we overgovern,” he said. 
Harmer’s Mann volunteers 
are working out of Republican 
Party headquarters in San Ra- j 
fael. A Petaluma office will 
open soon. 
The 40-vear-old senator has 
served in the upper house since 
1066. His present four-year, 
term expires in 1976, thus he ’ 
can retain his seat if defeated 
for lieutenant governor — un­ 
less he leaves the Legislature to 
accept an appointment to fill; 
Reinecke’s seat 
Harmer ran unsuccessfully 
for attorney general in 1970, 
losing the nomination to Eveile 
J. Younger.

Dressings 


There is no record in any 
technical or scientific journal of 
any case of food poisoning 
caused directly through the 
consumption of commercially 
prepared mayonnaise or salad 
dressing, according to the May­ 
onnaise and Salad Dressings 
Institute. 


The reason, says president R. 
H. Kellen, is because the vine­ 
gar medium of dressings com­ 
pletely destroys the organisms 
normally associated with food 
poisonings. 


Kellen recommends that sal­ 
ads to which these dressings 
are added be refrigerated, al­ 
though the dressing itself need 
not be. The words, ‘ refrigerate 
after opening” on the label, he 
said, is simply a suggestion to 
preserve the fresh taste of the 
product. 


At the same time, Kellen 
urged homemakers to use pro­ 
per sanitation procedures in the 
preparation of foods.

Ordering Is Back 


Remember the days before 
self service supermarkets when 
people phoned their orders to 
the local food store and had it 
delivered — usually by a young­ 
sters on his bike? 
In Texas, Florida, New Jer­ 
sey and elsewhere, the idea has 
been modernized by incorporat­ 
ing telephoned orders with such 
space age innovations as auto­ 
mated warehouses, computer­ 
ized memory banks and closed 
circuit TV, along with refriger­ 
ated delivery trucks.

“ It (the law) do es no t make 
men g o o d. This task can be 
perfo rmed o nly by ethics o r 
relig io n o r mo rality .” 


SCHOOLS CAN teach abo u t 
ethics. Go o d teachers can bring 
o u t ethical lesso ns fro m litera­ 
tu re and histo ry . Chu rches, to o , 
g iv e relig io u s instru ctio n, so me 
o f which shapes a perso n ’s 
character. Bu t mo ral teaching 
is preeminently a ho me respo n­ 
sibility . 
As Senato r Erv in po ints o u t, 
the law deters so me fro m o f-

fending and punishes those who 
do offend. But what it does not 
and cannot do is teach a child 
or y oung adult how to want to 
be g ood. 
The adult who has broken a 
law and been punished will 
often say that he has “ learned 
his lesson” or “ paid his debt.” 
That, of course, is not necessar­ 
ily true. 


WHAT IS REQUIRED is a 
chang e of thoug ht, not merely a 
chang e of behav ior. Deep moral 
integ rity and persona] commit­ 
ment to uphold ev ery rig ht and 
just law is not something which 
comes with release from pris­ 
on. It’s possible that the jolt 
which comes from incarcera­ 
tion may awaken a latent de­ 
sire to be morally just. But it’s 
just as possible that it will not. 
Prison statistics show that it 
g enerally does not. 
No, punishment for breaking 
laws is no proper way to pro­ 
v ide moral or ethical instruc­ 
tion. Moral integ rity is learned 
by direct instruction and direct 
observ ation. 
The father who 
liv es by a strict moral code, 
whose wife is an ex ample of 
moral integ rity , teaches by ex ­ 
ample. But these parents must

What teach­ 
ing say s that sharing is better 
than taking ; that spiritual v al­ 
ues are more important than 
swimming pools, European v a­ 
cations, and ex pensiv e hi-fi 
equipment?

sure Faire grounds at Black 
Point to prepare players, jug­ 
glers, insuJters, musicians and 
dancers for their roles in the 
fair, which will open Saturday. 
All wore 17th Century London 
garb. 
“ He’s but a strutting popin­ 
jay,” an insulter finished. Ev­ 
eryone roared as the two-min­ 
ute often-ribald repartee ended. 
The players will be creating 
such street confrontations 
throughout the six weekends of 
the fair, bringing a very real 
and highly polished art of Eliza­ 
bethan times to the scene. 
“ Sometimes it was just in 
fun, sometimes it ended in a 
sword fight,” put in Phyllis 
Patterson, who with her hus­ 
band. Ron, originated the an­ 
nual fair which is presented in 
Southern California as well as 
Marin. 


The fair this year will be 
strung farther along the narrow 
valley near Black Point, plac­ 
ing the entrance closer to the 
access road. 
“ I laid out the fair from the 
back of the valley to the front, 
extending it about a block to 
give people more hillside seat­ 
ing,” Mrs. Patterson said. Oak 
trees on each side of the dirt 
pathway will provide shady pic­ 
nic areas to fairgoers dining on 
the skewered meats, fruits, 
tarts and pies and other fare.

It seems the no n-elected, no n­ 
po licy making co unty adminis­ 
trato r is upset o v er recent pub­ 
lic interv iews o f city adminis­ 
trato r applicants in Fairfax 
and San Anselmo . He fears 
these may start a dangero us 
trend. 
Barro ws urged the city man­ 
agers to “ make the stro ngest 
po ssible effo rt to av o id further 
ex pansio n o f the public inter­ 
v iew pro cess fo r high lev el 
public po sitio ns in Marin Co un­ 
t y ” 
In o ther wo rds, city manag­ 
ers, be like the co unty adminis­ 
trato r: usurp po licy making, if 
y o u can. 
THERE 
ARE 
arguments 


bo th fo r and against public 
interv iews o f public jo b appli­ 
cants. 
Mitigating against public in­ 
terv iews are arguments that: 
(1) Many qualified perso ns will 
no t apply if they face such 
interv iews, since to do so might 
imperil the jo bs they already 
ho ld. (2) The bo ard o r co uncil 
do ing the hiring can mo re free­ 
ly quiz the applicant o ut o f the 
public ey e. (3) There is no t 
much public interest in the 
interv iews, any ho w (an argu­ 
ment Barro ws adv anced, po int­ 
ing to small turno ut fo r the 
sessio ns in Fairfax and San 
Anselmo ). 
Arguments in fav o r o f the 
pro cess include: (1) A perso n 
seeking a high public po sitio n 
ex po ses himself to full public 
inquiry when he must run fo r 


electio n; therefo re, if he seeks 
the po sitio n witho ut electio n, he 
sho uld be giv en the max imum 
po ssible public ex po sure prio r 
to being hired o r rejected. (2) 
Since the peo ple’s mo ney pay s 
his salary , and since he will 
make decisio ns affecting the 
public, the peo ple are entitled 
to kno w abo ut him in adv ance. 
(3) An unsav o ry chapter in an 
applicant’s histo ry may mo re 
easily be co ncealed when his 
name is no t made public and he 
is no t bro ught befo re the peo ple 
prio r to being hired. 


HOW MARIN’S 11 city co un­ 
cils weigh these co nsideratio ns 
is up to them. So me o f them, no 
do ubt, will stick to the clo sed 
do o r interiv ew. Others may o pt 
fo r full public discussio n. 
But no ne o f them need lo o k to 
their hired city managers, no r 
to a hireling in the co unty ’s 
Civ ic Center, fo r instructio ns o r 
adv ice o n ho w to do it. The men 
and wo men elected by the pub­ 
lic are answerable to the public 
— no t to J o hn F. Barro ws.

WHITESBURG, Ky . — The Mou ntain 
Eagle has been bu rned ou t. It is not the 
first trou ble the weekly paper has had in 
its stormy history in Letcher Cou nty and 
not the last, either. Ev ents already hav e 
prov en that. Bu t it is a considerable 
inconv enience. 
The Eagle is the only v oice hereabou ts 
for all the mou ntaineers who are neither 
steel stockholders, mine operators, pu blic 
officials, tru ckers, policemen nor u nion 
officers — who are ju st plain working 
Kentu ckians 
Tom Gish, who ru ns it, is the most soft- 
spoken of men He has a neat reddish 
beard fringed with gray , and he shares 
operation of the paper with his wife, Pat. 
Bu t something like a Jeky ll-Hy de conv er­ 
sion comes ov er him when he approaches 
a ty pewriter. 
Then he is v ery direct and specific and 
frequ ently em barrassing to the powers 
that be. In a town of this size and 
tradition, that leads to trou ble. 


OVER THE PAST 17 y ears, Gish has 
been shu t ou t of town and cou nty meet­ 
ings repeatedly , bu t he has gone on 
insisting on the pu blic’s right to know its 
own bu siness. Now and then it seems he 
has prev ailed, bu t the qu aint notion of 
doing the pu blic’s bu siness in priv ate 
keeps recu rring — as recently as two 
weeks ago, when the cou nty fiscal cou rt 
entertained a resolu tion barring any one 
from the Eagle. 
He has bitterly fou ght strip mining, 
which has ru ined the creeks and hills of 
Letcher Cou nty , and for that he has been 
boy cotted by major adv ertisers who be­ 
liev e stnp mining is what keeps them 
going. Bu t the Eagle has su rv iv ed 
He has opposed the tru ckers who hau l 
stripped coal, who ov erload their tru cks 
and break u p the roads paid for by 
ordinary citizens. The tru ckers hav e 
threatened him 
He has qu arreled with the United Mine 
Workers of America, which left many 
retired miners withou t the pension they 
depended on 
That has strained his 
friendship with men he otherwise cher­ 
ishes. 
He has made the Eagle read and 
respected far bey ond the cou nty , bey ond 
Appalachia and its colonies in Detroit, 
Day ton and the other indu strial cities to 
which y ou ng mou ntaineers hav e m igrat­ 
ed.

Mountaineer Style 


THIS SPRING and su mmer, he has 
been at seriou s odds with the local police. 
Gish believ es they hav e let the new 
hardware and manpower bou ght by fed­ 
eral fu nds go to their heads. They hav e 
been harassing local y ou ngsters for flim­ 
sy reasons and generally making nu i­ 
sances of themselv es. This Eagle cam ­ 
paign has brou ght threats, too. 


There is no established connection be­ 
tween what Gish has printed this su mmer 
and what happened the night of Au g. 1 — 
and since. That night a fire broke ou t in 
the Eagle’s messy old office on Main 
Street. It bu rned long before firemen 
ex tingu ished it. 
Most of the paper’s 
equ ipment and files were ru ined. 


That wou ld hav e giv en some men a 
handy ex cu se to pack u p and go back to a 
city , where man and wife together cou ld 
earn a plu mp income in jou rnalism. What 
the Gishes did instead was start pu shing 
charred things aside to get ready for the 
nex t week’s issu e. That was when the fire 
chief ordered their bu ilding condemned, 
forcing them ou t. 


So they mov ed the reporting and make­ 
u p operation into their own liv ing and 
dining rooms, where they and their 
children and v olu nteer assistants spread 
ou t in amiable chaos u ntil the pages were 
sent off with 17 -y ear-old Ben to the 
printer in Prestonsbu rg. When he came 
back, the assembly hand-addressed the 
whole mailing list, and the Eagle came 
ou t only 12 hou rs late. 
Ju st abou t when they were sighing that 
that was done, Pat and the crew went 
down to clean u p the condemned office 
and fou nd what they had su spected bu t 
hoped against 
kerosene stains, clear 
ev idence of arson They reported their 
find, and the fire chief confirmed it. Then 
they went back home to work on the 
forthcoming issu e. 


THE NEXT BLOW, has not m aterial­ 
ized y et. At this writing it is ju st a ru mor 
— that the city is going to close their 
temporary pu blication at home becau se it 
v iolates zoning ru les. If it comes, Gish 
will find a way to print, somewhere, 
somehow. 
Meanwhile, it may be a u sefu l influ ­ 
ence on ev ents in Whitesbu rg if the 
au thorities realize the rest of the world 
knows what is happening here.

SACRAMENTO SCENE 
Greed Of Legislators 
Courts Voter Reprisals 


By EARL G. WATERS 


California lawmakers, despite all of the 
warning signals of recent ev ents, seem 


determined to play Ru ssian rou lette in 
the m atter of their salaries and fringe 
benefits. They are actmg as if they hav e 
a political death wish. 


If the pu blic reaction to the ex cesses in 
personal enrichment they hav e v oted 
themselv es does not resu lt in indiv idu al 
defeats at the polls, it is su rely bu ilding 
to where the v oters will act throu gh an 
initiativ e to stnp them of many of the 
emolu ments which they hav e taken for 
themselv es. 


The hazard o f being v o ted o ut o f o ffice 
is o bv io us The risks inv o lv ed in hav ing 
legislativ e co mpensatio n spelled o ut in an 
initiativ e seem to be escaping them. But 
histo ry will sho w that when tho se entrust­ 
ed with respo nsibility do no t act with 
discretio n and within the bo unds of rea­ 
so nableness, the co rrectiv e measures 
taken in reactio n are inev itably harsh. 
The Legislature’s failure to respo nd to 
public demands fo r env iro nmental pro ­ 
tectio n o f the co astline and fo r campaign 
and lo bby refo rms pro v ide recent ex am­ 
ples o f o v erkill initiativ e actio ns. 


HARDLY ANYONE wo uld co ntend that 
tho se serv ing in the Legislature sho uld be 
put to undue perso nal financial hard­ 
ships. But hardly any o ne will co ndo ne 
tho se serv ing beco ming enriched o n pub­ 
lic pay . The tax pay ers hav e an antipathy 
to being plucked like chickens. 


Holders of electiv e office seek that 
office knowing what the salary will be 
They shou ld not ex pect annu al cost-of- 
liv ing adju stments accorded wage earn­ 
ers The American form of gov ernment is 
based u pon citizen participation. Ev ery 
citizen is ex pected to make some sacri­ 
fices so that the sy stem will work. Ju ry 
du ty is a good ex ample of that and the 
compensation for su ch du ty is a pittance. 
So is that for most of the memberships on 
local gov ernment boards and commis­ 
sions and many city cou ncils. So is it for 
many state boards and commissions. 


Bu t, in contriv ing the fictio n that the 
Legislatu re is a full-time o ccupatio n, the 
lawmakers not o nly wo n themselv es an 
ex cessiv e salary but hav e taken fo r 
themselv es many o ther fringe benefits. 


They hav e giv en themselv es auto mo ­ 
biles and unlimited gaso line credit cards. 
They hav e giv en themselv es y ear-aro und 
cam paign o ffic es, eu p h em istically 
termed “ district legislativ e o ffices,” and 
staffed them with po litical emplo y ees 
attentiv e to re-electio n needs. Add to this 
their unlimited telepho ne credit cards 
and their tax -paid “ news letters” and o ne 
can see why it is difficult to unseat an 
incumbent. In additio n to their salaries, 
o ther direct cash benefits handed them 
are the $30 a day “ away fro m ho me” 
liv ing ex penses sev en day s a week, 
prepaid health insurance in ex cess o f that 
giv en to state emplo y ees, and an unco ns­ 
cio nable retirement benefit. 


ïTON — There is little dou bt 
that the scandals in the Nix on adminis­ 
tration are strengthening conserv ativ e 
forces in the United States. 


The v isible pu blic displeasu re with 
ev ery thing connected with the name of 
Watergate is not primarily aiding the 
Democratic Party , is not appreciably 
hu rting the Repu blican Party ; it is au g­ 
menting the v oice of conserv atism. 
Today many if not most conserv ativ es 
are u nhappy with both parties. 


THIS IS ONE of the most striking and 
significant political dev elopments in post- 
Watergate America. 
____ 


It isn’t ju st perv asiv e distaste for the 
offenses cited in the articles of impeach­ 
ment. It is the mou nting centralization of 
personal power in the hands of the 
president and the lack of restraint in 
u sing su ch power which most offends and 
scares conserv ativ es. 
It is not only traditional conserv ativ es 
who are becoming alienated from an 


administration they thou ght was dev oted 
to their cau se; there are liberals who are 
becoming disillu sioned with traditional 
liberalism and who are feeling u ncertain 
and u ncomfortable. 


It is happening on both sides of the 
political center. 


TIME WAS WHEN MOST liberals took 
certain political facts as giv en withou t 
fu rther qu estioning. Franklin Roosev elt 
was their hero, Democrats constitu ted 
their party au tomatically , and a strong 
central gov ernment was accepted u ncriti­ 
cally as the assu red means of creating 
the good society . 


Many Americans, inclu ding traditional 
liberals, are today changing their minds 
on these matters for a v ariety of reasons. 
Some becau se they accept the ju dgment 
of Daniel Moy mhan that the federal 
gov ernment “is good at collecting tax es 
bu t bad at dispensing serv ices.” Others 
becau se they hav e seen that the big 
antipov erty programs of Ly ndon Johnson 


did not come near to fu lfilling their 
promises. And most of all becau se they 
see big gov ernment — and big presidency 
— endangering the liberties of a free 
society . 


THE MAN WHO HAS best described 
this mental and political transformation 
of many Americans is Hay nes Johnson, 
who has gone throu gh the ex perience 
himself and who has written abou t it in 
an article called “The Ody ssey of a New 
Conserv ativ e.” 


Hay nes Johnson is a Pu litzer Prize- 
winning correspondent of the Washington 
Post, au thor of su ch books as “The Bay 
of Pigs,” “Fu lbright: the Dissenter” and 
“ Ly ndon” — some of which he say s he 
wou ld write differently today — and one 
whom Dav id Halberstam might describe 
as one of “the best and the brightest.” 
Here is the theme of his own political 
ody ssey : 


“I find my self in a pecu liar position,” 
he wrote a few day s ago. “In priv ate 


conv ersation with su ch as George Will 
and James Bu ckley (Will, the Washington 
colu mnist of conserv ativ e National Re­ 
v iew, and Bu ckley , the Conserv ativ e New 
York senator) I discov er far more areas 
of intellectu al agreement than disagree­ 
ment. I want to limit the powers of the 
state, to preserv e the delicate checks and 
balances so carefu lly crafted into ou r 
Constitu tion nearly two centu ries ago and 
to protect the indiv idu al against the 
ty ranny of the mob. 


“I AM A NEW conserv ativ e with no 
place to go politically . I long ago cast off 
any allegiance to the Democrats as a 
party . 
“ I am not su re any more what either 
they or the Repu blicans represent. 
“Old liberals hav e become new con­ 
serv ativ es, and old conserv ativ es hav e 
become — what? I say all this becau se I 
su spect many Americans today share my 
disqu iet.” 
They do.

accompanied by a cost of liv ing clau se, 
which most trade u nions already hav e in 
their contracts. 
The employ ers flatly 
rejected any talk of a cost of liv ing 
clau se. . . We were offered some im­ 
prov ements in ou r sick leav e and holiday 
program bu t none in ou r v acation sched­ 
u le. We were offered a small increase in 
ou r pension program bu t which still left 
u s far behind Oakland and San Francis­ 
co. The employ ers rejected a pay pro­ 
gram for apprentices while attending 
school which Oakland and San Francisco 
hav e had for y ears. Ou r most important 
health and welfare program (hospital 
plan) they refu sed to keep u s at ou r 
cu rrent standard . We did take it back 
to ou r membership and they v oted by a 
4to-l margin to reject their proposal and 
go on strike. 
It was 10 day s before the employ ers 
were willing to start negotiating again. In 
the six -week strike they wou ld only talk 
with u s twice. Nothing fru itfu l came at 
either of these meetings. The u nion was 
then serv ed with a lawsu it claiming the 
strike was illegal. As was pointed ou t, 
some langu age was inserted in ou r old 
contract that was not negotiated or ev en 
discu ssed (nobody seems to know how it 
got there) that seemed to say we cou ld 
not go on strike, bu t had to work on a 
y ear to y ear basis at ou r old rates u ntil 
we agreed on a new contract. . The 
employ ers then gav e u s a proposal which 
we took back to the membership. They 
v oted by a 2-to-l margin, not 3-to-l as 
reported, to accept their proposal. .. 
Their o ffer amo unted to a 33 per cent 
increase at the end o f three y ears, no t 37 
per cent as repo rted, and o nly if ev ery 
member takes his full sick leav e and is 
entitled to a three-week v acatio n, which 
the majo rity is no t. It did include a 
maintenance o f benefits o n o ur health 
and welfare pro gram. .. It did no t in­ 
clude a much-needed co st o f liv ing 
clause. Our apprentices will finally be 
paid so me fo r go ing to scho o l but no ­ 
where near the o ther areas’ pay rate. ..

Goldwater Not Happy 
Rockefeller Chosen 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Nel­ 
son Rockefeller’s nomination as 
vice president doesn’t sit well 
with Sen. Barry M Goldwater, 
who says it won’t go over with 
rank-and file Republicans and 
may deepen rather than heal 
party wounds. 


“ I can support it,” Goldwater

“ He’s very well qualified But 
I don’t know what it’s going to 
do to the Republican party ... 
he’s not the one to put the party 
together ” 
The senator also suggested 
that if Ford runs for president 
in 1976 he should dump Rocke­ 
feller. now 66, in favor of “ a 
younger man. " 
Goldwater, an Arizona con­ 
servative who beat the liberal 
Rockefeller for the 1964 GOP 
presidential nom ination, 
seemed still to be bitter over 
Rockefeller’s lukewarm support 
of the Republican tickets in 1964 
fand 1968. 


Goldwater’s supporters booed 
Rockefeller at the 1964 GOP 
Convention when he offered a 
eoncilatory speech 
“ He ducked at least two pres­ 
idential races...,’’ Goldwater 
said “ The problem I have as a 
conservative Republican is petv 
pie going out before Republi­ 
cans in this country and extol­ 
ling him It won’t go over." 
Rockefeller shrugged off 
Goldwater’s remarks when they 
were reported to him. 
“ I think we face so many 
difficult problems of such seri­ 
ous character that all of us 
should concentrate on uniting 
the nation of a bipartisan basis 
and not worry about politics," 
he said 
Another senior Republican, 
who asked not to be named, 
was more blunt: “ Barry should 
have kept his mouth shut." 
Appearing before television 
cameras later in the day, Gold­ 
water rowed back on his criti­ 
cism of Rockefeller and said he 
would support a Ford Rockefel 
ler ticket in 1976 if they were 
the party’s choice.

Reagan Presidential 
Hopes Seem Finished

— The chances of Republican 
Gov.

“ The possibilities now are 
very remote,” said one long­ 
time political associate of Rea­ 
gan. once tagged the “ fastest 
rising Republican star of the 
West." 
Reagan, 63, who will retire 
this year after two terms as 
chief executive of the nation’s 
most populous state, has criss­ 
crossed the country as a GOP 
fundraiser for years looking 
and sounding like a presidential 
contender.

Solar Heating

Getting The Most 
Out Of Your Boat 


r *; A bo a t o wner who wa s a v ictim o f la st winter’s 
fuel crisis a nd eco no mic slump ha s so ld his bo a t 
this summer beca use, he to ld me: “ It co sts to o 
i.much fo r wha t y o u g et o ut o f it.” 
He so ld a ltho ug h he likes bo a ting a nd the 
hea lthy o utdo o r a ctiv ity it enta ils. 
Of course “ getting the most ------------------------- 
out of one’s boat” depends en- 
^ .tirely on the enthusiasm and 
ingenuity of the individual. For 
/‘/¡example, I know a water skier, 
actively engaged in competi­ 
tio n , who only last year discov­ 
ered that by getting an “ expo- 
sure’’ suit he could extend his 
practice time by three months 
every year.

If you plan to take a 
boat — next to a gun it’s the 
most useful tool in getting 
ducks — duck hunting, get a 
copy of the Migratory Birds 
Convention Act from the Fish 
and Wildlife Service, Depart­ 
ment of the Interior, Washing­ 
ton, or talk to a conservation 
officer who knows the migrato­ 
ry birds law as it applies to 
your area. It has some pretty 
stringent restrictions on power 
boats.

Full-year sales should be well 
in excess of $325 million with 
earnings pegged at $1.50 a 
share. The Environmental Sys­ 
tems Group last year accountd 
for over half of sales and 61 per 
cent of income. R ising materi­ 
als costs and direct expensing 
of research and development 
reduced profit margins, but the 
latter expenditures promise 
long-range benefits. 


Wheelabrator has enhanced 
its own prominent position in 
air pollution control with licen­ 
sing agreements with two Euro­ 
pean firms specializing in elec­ 
trostatic precipitators, sulfur 
dioxide control and waste-to- 
energy incineration systems. A 
plant utilizing the latter tech­ 
nique will go on stream in New 
England next year. Three ma­ 
jor contracts have been re­ 
ceived recently, a $5 million 
order from R epublic Steel, plus 
supervision and engineering of 
construction on two plants val­ 
ued at $360 million. At seven 
times earnings, yielding 3.6 per 
cent, the shares are a whorth- 
uhile purchase.

Stocks Dip Despite 
À Few Good Signs 


NEW YOR K (UPI) - After 
an uncertain opening, stock 
prices turned easier today on 
the New York Stock Exchange 
in light trading. 


The 
m arket 
apparently 
lacked the strength to expand 
yesterday's gain, which broke a 
string of losses extending over 
eight sessions. The severe mar­ 
ket 
slump cut the Dow by 
almost 76 points. Analysts said 
yesterday’s advance was the 
result of internal adjustments 
in the market after an unusual­ 
ly long decline. 
Despite some encouraging ec­ 


onomic news, investors re­ 
mained glum about the future 
course of the economy. The 
Labor Department reported its 
consumer price index rose at a 
9.6 per cent annual rate in July, 
down from the record June 
increase of 12 per cent, annual­ 
ly adjusted. The department 
attributed the July dip to a 
temporary drop in food prices. 


Interest rates, a major inves­ 
tor worry, showed signs of eas­ 
ing. Central National Bank of 
Cleveland, the first bank in the 
nation to lift its prime lending 
rate to an unprecedented 12 


per cent on July 8. announced it 
has reduced the interest rate 
for its best business borrowers 
to 12 per cent. But even the 
prospect of lower interest rates 
failed to pull the investment 
community out of the doldrums. 


Among the generally softer 
blue chips, Eastman Kodak fell 
2 '4, Exxon 1 *4, General Elec­ 
tric 1. 
The glamors also suffered 
losses.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Ford will probably run for 
the presidency in 1976, his chief 
spokesman said today.

House Press Secretary Jerald 
terH orst told reporters that 
Ford has changed his mind and 
“he probably will run in 1976 
assuming he is nominated by 
the delegates” to the Republi­ 
can National Convention 
TerHorst said that he dis­ 
cussed the matter with Ford 
late yesterday and again today 
after vice president-designate 
Nelson A. Rockefeller said he 
got the impression that Ford 
has “every intention” of seek­ 
ing the GOP nomination. 
As vice president. Ford said 
he would not run for the presi­ 
dency. 
TerHorst said at the time 
Ford made his first statement 
an the subject he was being 
nominated as vice president 
and felt it was not proper to 
seek any higher office. 
TerHorst was vague when 
asked if Rockefeller would be 
Ford's choice in 1976 for the No. 
2 spot. He said that would be up 
to Ford, Rockefeller and the 
delegates to the convention. 
He noted that Ford had 
picked a man “that was well 
qualified” to be president 
meaning Rockefeller. 
It was unusual for the such 
news to be announced at a news 
briefing. Presidents usually 
play a waiting game and keep 
their political plans secret.

No-Fault Insurance 
Heads To Showdown 


SACRAM ENTO (U PI) - 
Bursting from a 17-month com­ 
mittee deadlock, no-fault auto­ 
mobile insurance legislation 
moved today towards a show­ 
down vote in the Senate. 


Supporters hurried to bridge 
important differences between 
two rival proposals in hopes of 
reaching a compromise during 
the seven working days before 
the scheduled end of the legisla­ 
tive session. 
The key Senate Judiciary 
Committee approved both bills 
by bare majority votes yester­ 
day. 
Democratic Sen. Alan Rob­ 
bins of Van Nuys, a member of 
the committee, predicted agree­ 
ment would be reached between 


warring sides on the controver­ 
sial proposal that would affect 
all 13 million licensed Califor­ 
nia drivers. 


No-fault insurance, a major 
issue before the Legislature 
each year since 1971, provides 
for motorists to collect dam ­ 
ages from their own insurance 
companies for personal injuries 
regardless of who is at fault in 
an accident. 
The aim is to reduce insur­ 
ance costs and assure quick 
payment of claims by eliminat­ 
ing costly and protracted court 
suits. 
Both bills approved by the 
committee were “modified” no-

Consumer 
Price Index 
Rises Again 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In­ 
creases in retail prices were 
not as great in July as they had 
been the previous two months, 
due chiefly to a mid-summer 
drop in some grocery’ prices, 
the Labor Department said to­ 
day. 


The consumer price index, 
the best measure of changes in 
the cost of living, jumped 0.8 
per cent last month 
In c re a se s in auto m o b ile 
prices and the cost of restau­ 
rant meals, medical care and 
buying a home led the July 
advance but were partially off­ 
set by lower prices for clothing 
and such food items as fresh 
fruits and vegetables, beef and 
dairy products. 
The July increase was small­ 
er than a 1 per cent rise in June 
and 1.1 per cent in May. But it 
was still large by historical 
standards and offered no relief 
to President Ford in his search 
for ways to beat the nation's 
soaring inflation. 
The Labor Department’s re­ 
port was released shortly after 
G eneral 
Motors 
Corp 
an­ 
nounced it was bowing to pres­ 
sure from the White House and 
was trim m ing $54 from its 
planned $500 price hike on 1975 
model cars and trucks. 
The cost of living has in­ 
creased by nearly 12 per cent in 
the past 12 months, the Labor

The 
total public utility assessment 
roll is $36.5 million, up slightly 
more than $300,000 over last 
year. 
Using the new basic tax rate, 
the total roll will produce in­ 
come of $19,532,786 to the coun­ 
ty — an increase of 6.8 per cent 
or $1,240,658 over last year.

LOS ANGELES (UPD - Po­ 
lice yesterday arrested Muhar- 
em Kurbegovic, a Yugoslavian 
printer, and charged with being 
the “ alphabet bomber” who 
killed three persons and wound­ 
ed 35 at Los Angeles Interna­ 
tional Airport Aug. 6. 
“ I ’m convinced we have 
solved the airport bombing and 
the placing of a bomb at the 
Greyhound terminal,” said As­ 
sistant Police Chief Daryl 
Gates. Kurbegovic, 31. was ar­ 
rested in the men’s room of a 
restaurant in Hollywood 
He was accused of being the 
“ Isaac Rasim” who took re­ 
sponsibility for the airport 
bombing, claiming to be the 
“ chief military officer of the 
Aliens of America ” 
He was to be charged today 
with murder for the deaths of 
two Skycaps and a New Zea­ 
land passenger who were blast­ 
ed apart by the bomb left in a 
public locker. 
The FBI said it would bring a 
federal charge of destruction of 
an airport, which carries a 
possible life prison term 
Police said Kurbegovic bad 
been under surveillance for sev­ 
eral hours and was arrested 
after he dropped off a tape 
casette — the bomber’s method 
of leaving messages — and 
officers felt the voice on the 
tape was the same as that of 
“ Rasim.” 
“ He was arrested on the ba­ 
sis of the voice on the tape,” a 
police spokesman said, and his

apartment was then searched 
by bomb squad members with 
explosives-sniffing dogs and 
“ there is incriminating evi­

Kurbegovic, who entered the

pounds, and has short brown 
hair. He worked for a blueprint

“ We think he is one and the 
same" with “ Rasim,” the po­ 
lice spokesman said Investiga­ 
tors believe there are probably 
no more members of the “ .Al­ 
iens of America” that Rasim 
claimed to speak for. 
“ Rasim" demanded repeal of 
all federal immigration and 
naturalization laws, other laws 
affecting aliens, all sex laws, 
more effective separation of 
church and state and the pun­ 
ishment of two police officers, 
now retired, who killed two 
Mexican illegal aliens four 
years ago, but were cleared of 
wrongdoing 
He was given the name “ al­ 
phabet bomber" for his threat 
to “ write our name in blood 
across the face of America” 
unless his demands were met. 
He said in one taped message 
that the airport bomb was for 
the first letter in his organiza­ 
tion’s name — “ A.”

Transit Bill 
Slashed By 
$9 Billion 


WASHINGTON (UPD - The 
House heard President Ford’s 
call for economy and cut a 
mass transit bill down from $20 
billion to $11 billion. 
It then heard a warning from 
Rep. Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, that 
the voting motorist doesn’t like 
trucks, and threw out a section 
that would have allowed heav­ 
ier trucks on Interstate high­ 
ways. 
The new six-year transit bill 
passed 324 to 92 yesterday and 
went to the Senate, where a 
similar bill is being considered 
in the Public Works Committee. 
The bill provides federal 
matching funds for both transit 
operation and new construction 
and improvement. The Secre­ 
tary of Transportation would 
decide, within limits, where and 
how the money would be spent. 
The big-truck section of the 
bill, deleted 257 to 155 on an 
amendment by Rep. Edward I. 
Koch. D-N.Y., would have in­ 
creased maximum axle load­ 
ings for trucks and introduced a 
new maximum weight formula 
that would have allowed gross 
weights for some trucks to rise 
as high as 90,000 pounds, com­ 
pared with the present 73,280 
maximum. 
Hays was offended by a re­ 
mark about the hardships the 
55 mph speed limit placed on 
truckers He jumped to his feet 
and complained, “ There’s not a 
truck in the country that’s ob­ 
eying the 55 miles per hour 
speed limit.” 
Hays complained he had been 
stopped in Ohio for going 63 
mph, while trucks and buses 
roared through at 80 mph. 
“ They’re the worst law viola­ 
tors there are in the country,” 
he said of the truckers. 
More than half the money 
remaining in the bill — $5.9 
billion — would go to nine cities 
that now have rail or subway 
systems or which are building 
them — Atlanta. Boston, Balti­ 
more, Chicago, Cleveland, New 
York, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh 
and San Francisco. 
Another $2.9 billion would be 
parceled out by the Transporta­ 
tion Secretary for selected con­ 
struction and improvement 
projects in any urbanized area, 
while $1.7 billion would be 
available for urbanized areas 
other than the nine covered in 
the first section. Some $500 
million would be available for 
rural transit projects. 
When the money is used for 
projects such as new construc­ 
tion, the government would pay 
75 per cent of the cost. 


Report Puts Nucleor 
Plants In Good Light 


WASHINGTON (UPD - A 
new government-sponsored 
study concludes that nuclear 
power plants pose less risk to 
the public than hurricanes, tor­ 
nados or lightning. 
The probability of death from 
a nuclear reactor accident for 
persons within 20 miles of an 
atomic power plant is 1 chance 
in 300 million per year, accord­ 
ing to the investigation made 
public yesterday. 
In comparison, the study said 
the per year risk of death from 
a severe storm is one in 2.5 
million, from lightning one in 2 
million, from air travel one in 
100,000, from fires one in 25,000, 
from falls one in 10,000 and 
from motor vehicle accidents 
one in 4,000. 
“ It seems to me that the 
nuclear industry stands out 
very favorably indeed,” said 
Dixy Lee Ray, chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
which sponsored the $3 million 
study directed by Norman C. 
Rasmussen, professor of nucle­ 
ar engineering at Massachu­ 
setts Institute of Technology. 
“ While there are some in the 


public sector who will feel that 
the likelihood of occurrence of 
nuclear power plant accidents 
should be made essentially 
zero, neither nuclear accidents 
nor nonnuclear accidents of any 
kind can have zero probabili­ 
ty,” the draft said. “ We do not 
now, and never have, lived in a 
risk-free world. 
“ The fact is that nuclear ac­ 
cident probabilities are so low 
that they are insignificant com­ 
pared to the overall risks due to 
other man-made and natural 
risks.” 
The major risk involved with 
a nuclear power plant is the 
release of large amounts of 
radioactive material due to a 
string of failures that would 
lead to the melting of the reac­ 
tor’s uranium fuel. Rasmussen 
emphasized that it is impossible 
for a power plant reactor to 
explode like an atomic bomb 
because of the difference in 
fuel. 
The study considered the cur­ 
rent generation of power reac­ 
tors and not the breeder type 
that are expected to begin op­ 
eration in the mid 1980s.

dent Ford’s feeler,” said James 
Van Zant, a former Republican 
congressman from Pennsylvan­ 
ia and a past VFW commander. 
Not one delegate stood to 
speak for Ford’s suggestion 
that young men who chose to 
become expatriates rather than 
fight in Vietnam be allowed to 
return to work their way back 
to their homeland. 
“ We sustain total opposition 
to general and selective amnes­ 
ty for draft dodgers and mili­ 
tary deserters and (believe) 
that they should be required to 
stand trial for their crimes and 
shall pay such penalties upon 
conviction as laws prescribe,” 
one of the resolutions stated. 
The other said the VFW 
would continue “ total commit­ 
ment to pursue their no amnes­ 
ty’ doctrine through our mem­ 
bership to congressmen and to 
the American people and to be 
firm in our stand and not to 
relinquish, dilute or compro­ 
mise their position.’’ 


March On Embassy 


SEOUL (UPD - South Kore­ 
an protesters smashed through 
police lines and marched on the 
Japanese Embassy today in a 
demonstration sparked by last 
week’s assassination attempt 
against President Park Chung- 
hee. 
Some 100 persons left a group 
of about 300 demonstrators, 
broke through police lines and 
marched to the embassy with 
placards, accusing Japan of 
being a “ base for propaganda” 
against South Korea. 
Two hundred riot police 
rushed to the scene, but failed 
to stop the protesting members 
of the Kwangbok-hoe — an as­ 
sociation of South Korean veter­ 
ans.

day. 


The Ethiopian government in­ 
dicated for the first time it may 
be willing to begin talks with 
Eritrean rebels, attempting to 
halt a 12-year-old guerrilla war 
in the empire’s northernmost 
province. 


In the last few weeks, the 
army has stripped Selassie, the 
82-year-old “ conquering lion of 
Judah,” of virtually all the 
powers he has enjoyed for more 


than a half-century of imperial 
rule It jailed his closest aides 
and friends. 


Diplomatic observers said the 
emperior now seemed aware of 
his danger and was attempting 
to consolidate his position from 
further attack by the army. 
They said the emperor en­ 
couraged the leader of the Ethi­ 
opian Orthodox Church, Patri­ 
arch Abunc Tewolfos, to issue a 
recent statement attacking a

Reserve Bank M akes Plea For 


Turn-In O f Needed Pennies 


I-J Special Report 
SAN FRANCISCO - The 
Federal Reserve Bank of San 
Francisco has appealed to the 
public to turn in their spare 
pennies at any Bay Area bank 
participating in the penny cam­ 
paign. 


Persons who turn in $5 or 
more will receive a personal­ 
ized citation from the federal 
mint in Denver, a spokesman 
for the bank said. 


The appeal was issued by the 
reserve bank in response to a 
growing penny shortage. 
Mint officials estimate that 30 
billion pennies or more remain 
uncirculated because people 
find them a nuisance. 


Ronald Getz, public informa­ 
tion manager of the reserve 
bank, said another reason peo­ 
ple are hoarding pennies is 
because of speculation earlier 
this year that the mint would 


abandon copper in the coining 
of pennies in favor of alumi­ 
num, which is cheaper. 


Getz said the treasury has 
decided against the switch. He 
also said that it isn’t profitable 
to hord pennies for their miner­ 
al value Copper is now valued 
at 88 cents a pound. 
In order to maintain the sup­ 
ply of pennies, the mint must 
coin 55 million more a day, 
mint officials report. 


Officials also note that if just 
one billion pennies are recircu­ 
lated, the taxpayers would save 
$10 million and if 15 billion 
pennies are recirculated, the 
mint would not have to coin 
pennies for almost two years, a 
savings of $150 million

Americans consume millions

Intertie's 
Cost 1$ Up 
$10 Million

SANTA ROSA — Sonoma 
County 
supervisors 
have 
learned that the Russian River- 
Cotati intertie aqueduct will 
cost $10 million more than orig­ 
inally estimated 
Richard Norton, assistant 
chief engineer for the Sonoma 
Water Agency, said delays and 
inflation have pushed the cost 
up to more than $30 million, a 
50 per cent increase over the 
$20 million estimate of a year 
ago. 
The aqueduct, which is to 
supply water to Southern Sono­ 
ma and Northern Mann coun­ 
ties, was first planned in 1969 
as a 140 million gallon per day 
pipeline 
After Mann environmental­ 
ists mounted stiff opposition to 
the project in 1971, he said, it 
was revised into a 60 million 
gallon per day pipeline 
Norton said the bulk of the 
price increases came from 
higher steel costs. Most of the 
pipeline and its storage tanks 
are to be built of the metal. 
The project was delayed last 
fall by a request from Petalu­ 
ma to revise its carrying capac­ 
ity 
Petaluma asked that its allo­ 
cation of about 9 million gallons 
per day be doubled because a 
federal judge had ruled that the 
city could not restrict popula­ 
tion growth by curtailing the 
water supply. 
The project, revised to meet 
Petaluma’s 
needs, 
is now- 
scheduled for completion in 
1977. 
The supervisors this week 
also heard Sheriff Donald Stne- 
peke recommend that deputies

Younger is

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Wil­

Ford Tells Blacks About 
His Plan To Create Jobs 


WASHINGTON OJPD - Pres­ 
ident Ford told black House 
members today he is consider­ 
ing a public service employ­ 
ment program to fight unem­ 
ployment of blacks in major 
cities, a leader of the group 
said. 
Rep. Charles B. Rangel, D- 
N.Y., head of the Black Caucus, 
told reporters the House mem­ 
bers were “pleased” that Ford 
“recognizes that our concerns 
are his concerns.” 
Ford 
met with 
the House 
members in a friendly and con­ 
ciliatory gesture aimed at im­ 
proving relations between the 
executive branch and the black 
lawmakers The caucus was at 
odds with form er President 
Nixon and all but one of them 
voted against Ford’s nomina­ 
tion to be vice president last 
year. 
Rangel said that Ford “made 
it very clear he is considering 
some 
kind public of service 
em p loym en t.” The President 
said the country’ need a “strong 
defense posture” but also said I 
can assure you that the defense 
budget is not sacrosanct," Ran­ 
gel said 


With his choice of Nelson A. 
Rockefeller to be vice president 
out of the way, Ford kept a 
heavy schedule. He attended 
the memorial services for slain 
ambassador Rodger P. Davies 
and later was to sign the $25 
billion education act which in­ 
cludes stiff antibusing provi­ 
sions. 
“The President has advised 
us that not only is his door open 
to us but more importantly that 
each of us car cali him ,” said 
Rangel. 
Rep. Barbara Jordan, D-Tex., 
was more cautious in her char- 
aterization of the m eeting. 
“The nature of the meeting 
today was let's talk to each 
other. That, we did," she said. 
Rangel said the group left 
Ford a document listing their 
long term concerns. He said it 
was not a “shopping list” but 
covered a range of subjects 
including minority housing, eco­ 
nomic development, 
inclusion 
of Africa in a meaningful way 
in foreign policy, the military 
b u d g et, h ealth , n a r c o tic s, 
crime, voting rights, improving 
the status of all minorities in­ 
cluding black women, amnesty 


and transportation. 
The black caucus also was 
expected to express its praise 
for Ford’s intention to get legis­ 
lation repealed that allows the 
United States to import Rhode­ 
sian chrome despite U.N. Se­ 
curity Council economic sanc­ 
tions against Rhodesia. 


Ford was able to concentrate 
on his general duties as Presi­ 
dent after picking former New 
York Gov. Nelson A. Rockefel­ 
ler as his vice presidential 
choice. 


Rockefeller, who made three 
unsuccessful bids for president 
on the Republican ticket him­ 
self, told reporters that he 
gained the im pression that 
Ford “has every intention” of 
running 
for a full four-year 
term after he fulfills the re­ 
mainder of former President 
Nixon’s tenure 


Rockefeller said that Ford 
“talked about himself” but not 
what he wants to do regarding 
a running mate in 1976. 
White House news secretary 
J. F terHorst told reporters he 
could give them "no guidance” 
on Ford's future political plans.

Sen John L. Harmer of Glen 
dale. Republican nominee for 1 
lieutenant governor, yesterday 1 
said that if he were Lt. Gov. Ed 
Reinecke. he would resign. 


Incumbent Reinecke was con- * 
victed last month on federal 1 
perjury charges, but has re- ‘ 
fused to quit pending his ap- i 
peal. 


If Reineckes conviction is • 
upheld in court action expected 
by the end of this month. Gov. 
Ronald Reagan is expected to 
offer to appoint Harmer to the 
vacancy. 


The senator, visiting the Inde-1 
pendent-Joumal in a campaign 
swing through the North Bay, 
added that he was “ not offend­ 
ed” at Reinecke’s failure to 
resign Harmer, Reinecke’s at­ 
torney a decade ago, argued 
Reinecke should quit because 
“ the erosion of his dignity is 
now getting too severe." 


Harmer said he was undecid­ 
ed whether he would accept 
appointment to replace Re­ 
inecke. It would help to run in 
November as an incumbent, he 
I said. Voters who object it would 
give him an unfair advantage 
“ won’t vote for me anyway," 
he said. 


The legislator recalled that 
he originally expected to be 
Reinecke’s running mate in No­ 
vember.

Harmer said his major cam­ 
paign problem is raising m©§- 
ey, pointing out that he is s&J 
short of funds that he had to 
drop his entire professional 
staff of eight persons.

Enstrom of the school’s division 
of epidemiology. 
Enstrom began investigating 
the correlation between Mor­ 
mons and cancer two years ago 
after reading that Utah has the 
nation’s lowest cancer rate. 


Among the state’s 1.1 million 
residents, 73 per cent of whom 
are Mormons, the cancer death 
rate 
is 
75 per cent of the 
national cancer death rate. 
Utah County, which includes 
the city of Provo, is 90 per cent 
Mormon. There the cancer 
death rates are 65 per cent of 
the national average for males 
and 72 per cent for females. 


An obvious assumption is that 
smoking and drinking, prohibit­ 
ed by Mormon doctrine, causes 
higher cancer mortality among 
non-Mormons, Enstrom said. 
But he said there is a low 
rate of cancer among Mormons 


in such parts of the body as the 
breast, stomach, colon, rectum, 
uterus, 
prostate and 
kidney. 
Cancer in those areas has never 
been clearly related to any risk 
factors 
such as drinking or 
smoking. 


While Enstrom said the low 
consumption of alcohol, tobac­ 
co, coffee, tea and addictive 
drugs may be a factor in the 
lower cancer death rate among 
Mormons, there are others. 


The general health practices 
of Mormons are a positive influ­ 
ence, he said. Getting enough 
exercise and sleep, outdoor ac­ 
tivities, and keeping physically 
fit are all encouraged by the 
church. 


He said studies in New York 
C ity in d icate th a t C atholics, 
Jew s and m em bers of general 
Protestant faiths have cancer 
m ortality rates com parable to 
the national average

man for the AC Transit District 
denied today that the district is 
running up a weekly profit of 
$150,000 during the strike of 
employes, now in its eighth 
week.

The reason, says president R. 
H. Kellen, is because the vine­ 
g ar medium of dressings com­ 
pletely destroys the organism s 
norm ally associated with food 
poisonings 


Kellen recom mends that sal­ 
ads to which these dressings 
are added be refrigerated, al­ 
though the dressing itself need 
not be. The words, “ refrigerate 
after opening” on the label, he 
said, is simply a suggestion to 
preserve the fresh taste of the 
product.

urged hom em akers to use pro­ 
per sanitation procedures in the 
preparation of foods.

Churches, too, 
give religious instruction, some 
of which shapes a person’s 
character. But moral teaching 
is preeminently a home respon­ 
sibility.

It’s possible that the jolt 
which comes from incarcera­ 
tion may awaken a latent de­ 
sire to be morally just. But it’s 
just as possible that it will not. 
Prison statistics show that it 
generally does not. 
No, punishment for breaking 
law's is no proper way to pro­ 
vide moral or ethical instruc­ 
tion. Moral integrity is learned 
by direct instruction and direct 
observation. 
The father who 
lives by a strict moral code, 
whose wife is an example of 
moral integrity, teaches by ex­ 
ample. But these parents must

Corte Madera Tax 
Bills W ill Be Higher 


A story in yesterday's Inde- 
pendent-Joum al, reporting the 
setting of the Town of Corte 
Madera 
tax rate, 
may have 
m isled C orte M aderans into 
thinking their tax bills will be 
lower this year 


Quite the opposite is true. 
While on the one hand, city 
councilmen lowered the town's 
tax rate by eight cents from 
$1.37 to $1.29 per $100 assessed 
valuation, on the other hand, 
sitting as the board of the Corte 
Madera Sanitary District, the 
councilmen raised the district 
tax rate by 44 cents from 33 to 
77 cents. 
The net effect was to increase 
the combined rate by 36 cents. 
In addition to the increase in 
rates, a 19.1 per cent increase 
in assessed valuation within the 
town will also contribute to an 
increase in property owners’ 
tax bills. 
Paul E liopoulos, chief a c ­ 
countant with the county audi­ 
to r’s office, 
today estim ated 
that the combination of valua­ 
tion and rate increases would 
increase the tax 
bill of the 
owner of a home valued at 
$40,000 last year by about $70. 
Part of the need for a rate 
increase is that in 1972, town 
councilmen, serving as direc­ 
tors of the sanitary district, lent 
$150,000 to the Corte Madera 
Redevelopment Agency, which 
the councilmen also served as 
directors. 
(Council m em bers at th at 
time were Holmes S Norville, 


Harold B Wagstaff and the late

and 
present incumbents Herber C. 
Leney and Robert J. Flahive.) 
About $120,000 of the money 
was spent by the redevelop­ 
ment agency developing plans 
in connection with a proposed 
shopping center east of High­ 
way 101. Only about $30,000 was 
repaid to the sanitary district 
which incurred a deficit last 
year. 
Most of the money raised by 
the tax rate increase will be 
spent on improving sewers.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fed­ 
eral sugar m arketing quotas, 
currently due to end Dec. 31, 
may be lifted several months 
ahead of schedule according to 
trade sources here 
The sources said Agriculture 
Departm ent officials are study­ 
ing the possibility of elim inat­ 
ing quotas for the rem ainder of 
1974 by adm inistrative action. 
Beginning next January, the 
quota program will be legally 
dead unless Congress decides to 
reverse a June House vote to 
discontinue the control system 
The House vote killed a bill 
which would have extended the 
40-year-old sugar control pro­ 
gram for five more years, be­ 
ginning in 1975.

Underground Cartoons Pay Off

Wonder Wart Hog, Norbert 
the Narc, Dealer McDope, the 
Leather Nun and the Fabulous 
Furry Freak Brothers are alive 
and well in Fairfax. 


The funky characters aren’t 
members of a local rock band 
or performers in a kinky theatr­ 
ical production. 


They’re cartoon protagonists, 
products of the fertile imagina­ 
tions of David Sheridan and 
Gilbert Shelton, two hip artists 
who make a living by drawing 
absurd comic strips for publica­ 
tions with names like Zap and 
Feds ’N Heads. 
S heridan and Shelton are 
m em bers of a select group of 
cartoonists who produce under­ 
ground comics, som etimes not- 
so-funny funnies found in hip 
bookstores and head shops 
across the nation. 
Sheridan of Fairfax and Shel­ 
ton of San Francisco, two of the 
best-known cartoonists in the 
underground comic book field, 
explained that their art is so 
called because the works they 
produce aren ’t distributed at 
traditional comic book outlets 
like drugstores and superm ar­ 
kets. 
This is because underground 
comics are often X-rated, free­ 
wheeling satirical works deal­ 
ing irreverently with subjects 
that would make middle Ameri­ 
ca blush They’re believed not 
fit for general consum ption. 
They don’t carry the coveted 
Comics Code seal of approval. 
Despite the apparently lim it­ 
ed appeal of underground com­ 
ics, Sheridan, 31, and Shelton, 
34. say their efforts earn a total 
of about $15,000 annually. The 
money is for work done on 
comic books, single-panel car­ 
toons for various publications, 
and

covers, 
among other projects.

churned out looney cartoons for 
y e a rs, 
team ed

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
County Administrator In 'Big Brother' Role 


Back in Washington, the se­ 
cret government, “Big Brother 
knows best” mentality is being 
swept out by a down-to-earth 
Michigander 
in 
the 
White 
House. But the fallacy survives 
in the Marin County Civic Cen­ 
ter. 


From time to time, we have 
called attention to the penchant 
of our county supervisors to 
imagine that they have been 
elected as high factotums of the 
county, rather than merely as 
governing board for the unin­ 
corporated areas and agents of 
the state in administering such 
things as the judicial system 
and welfare and public health 
programs. 


THE LATEST evidence of 
self-inflation at the Civic Cen­ 
ter, however, comes not from 
the elected supervisors but 
from their hired governmental 
housekeeper, County Adminis­ 
trator John F. Barrows. 


The county administrator has 
written all of Marin’s city man­ 
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agers, urging them to persuade 
their city councils to abandon 
public interviews of job appli­ 
cants. 
It seems the non-elected, non­ 
policy making county adminis­ 
trator is upset over recent pub­ 
lic interviews of city adminis­ 
trator applicants in Fairfax 
and San Anselmo. He fears 
these may start a dangerous 
trend. 
Barrows urged the city man­ 
agers to “make the strongest 
possible effort to avoid further 
expansion of the public inter­ 
view process for high level 
public positions in Marin Coun­ 
ty.” 
In other words, city manag­ 
ers, be like the county adminis­ 
trator: usu-p policy making, if 
you can. 
THERE 
ARE 
arguments 


both for and against public 
interviews of public job appli­ 
cants. 
Mitigating against public in­ 
terviews are arguments that: 
(1) Many qualified persons will 
not apply if they face such 
interviews, since to do so might 
imperil the jobs they already 
hold. (2) The board or council 
doing the hiring can more free­ 
ly quiz the applicant out of the 
public eye. (3) There is not 
much public interest in the 
interviews, anyhow (an argu­ 
ment Barrows advanced, point­ 
ing to small turnout for the 
sessions in Fairfax and San 
Anselmo). 
Arguments in favor of the 
process include: (1) A person 
seeking a high public position 
exposes himself to full public 
inquiry when he must run for 


election; therefore, if he seeks 
the position without election, he 
should be given the maximum 
possible public exposure prior 
to being hired or rejected. (2) 
Since the people’s money pays 
his salary, and since he will 
make decisions affecting the 
public, the people are entitled 
to know about him in advance. 
(3) An unsavory chapter in an 
applicant’s history may more 
easily be concealed when his 
name is not made public and he 
is not brought before the people 
prior to being hired. 


HOW MARIN’S 11 city coun­ 
cils weigh these considerations 
is up to them. Some of them, no 
doubt, will stick to the closed 
door interivew. Others may opt 
for full public discussion. 
But none of them need look to 
their hired city managers, nor 
to a hireling in the county’s 
Civic Center, for instructions or 
advice on how to do it. The men 
and women elected by the pub­ 
lic are answerable to the public 
— not to John F. Barrows. 
“Did I dream it all, kitty, or was it real?”

Nixon Scandals Strengthen Conservatism 
Suppression Of The Press 
— Kentucky Mountaineer Style 


WHITESBURG, Ky. - The Mountain 
Eagle has been burned out. It is not the 
first trouble the weekly paper has had in 
its stormy history in Letcher County and 
not the last, either Events already have 
proven that. But it is a considerable 
inconvenience. 
The Eagle is the only voice hereabouts 
for all the mountaineers who are neither 
steel stockholders, mine operators, public 
officials, truckers, policemen nor union 
officers — who are just plain working 
Kentuckians 
Tom Gish, who runs it, is the most soft- 
spoken of men He has a neat reddish 
beard fringed with gray, and he shares 
operation of the paper with his wife. Pat. 
But something like a Jekyll-Hyde conver­ 
sion comes over him when he approaches 
a typewriter. 
Then he is very direct and specific and 
frequently embarrassing to the powers 
that be. In a town of this size and 
tradition, that leads to trouble. 


OVER THE PAST 17 years, Gish has 
been shut out of town and county meet­ 
ings repeatedly, but he has gone on 
insisting on the public’s right to know its 
own business. Now and then it seems he 
has prevailed, but the quamt notion of 
doing the public’s business in private 
keeps recurring — as recently as two 
weeks ago, when the county fiscal court 
entertained a resolution barring anyone 
from the Eagle. 
He has bitterly fought strip mining, 
which has ruined the creeks and hills of 
Letcher County, and for that he has been 
boycotted by major advertisers who be­ 
lieve stnp mining is what keeps them 
going. But the Eagle has survived 
He has opposed the truckers who haul 
stripped coal, who overload their trucks 
and break up the roads paid for by 
ordinary citizens. The truckers have 
threatened him 
He has quarreled with the United Mine 
Workers of America, which left many 
retired miners without the pension they 
depended on 
That has strained his 
friendship with men he otherwise cher­ 
ishes. 
He has made the Eagle read and 
respected far beyond the county, beyond 
Appalachia and its colomes m Detroit, 
Dayton and the other industrial cities to 
which young mountaineers have migrat­ 
ed. 


THIS SPRING and summer, he has 
been at serious odds with the local police. 
Gish believes they have let the new 
hardware and manpower bought by fed­ 
eral funds go to their heads. They have 
been harassing local youngsters for flim­ 
sy reasons and generally making nui­ 
sances of themselves. This Eagle cam­ 
paign has brought threats, too. 


There is no established connection be­ 
tween what Gish has printed this summer 
and what happened the night of Aug. 1 — 
and since. That night a fire broke out in 
the Eagle's messy old office on Main 
Street. It burned long before firemen 
extinguished it. 
Most of the paper's 
equipment and files were ruined. 


That would have given some men a 
handy excuse to pack up and go back to a 
city, where man and wife together could 
earn a plump income in journalism. What 
the Gishes did instead was start pushing 
charred thmgs aside to get ready for the 
next week’s issue. That was when the fire 
chief ordered their building condemned, 
forcing them out. 


So they moved the reporting and make­ 
up operation into their own living and 
dining rooms, where they and their 
children and volunteer assistants spread 
out in amiable chaos until the pages were 
sent off with 17-year-old Ben to the 
printer in Prestonsburg. When he came 
back, the assembly hand-addressed the 
whole mailing list, and the Eagle came 
out onl> 12 hours late. 
Just about when they were sighing that 
that was done, Pat and the crew went 
down to clean up the condemned office 
and found what they had suspected but 
hoped against: kerosene stains, clear 
evidence of arson They reported their 
find, and the fire chief confirmed it. Then 
they went back home to work on the 
forthcoming issue. 


THE NEXT BLOW, has not material­ 
ized yet At this writing it is just a rumor 
— that the city is going to close their 
temporary publication at home because it 
violates zoning rules. If it comes, Gish 
will find a way to print, somewhere, 
somehow. 
Meanwhile, it may be a useful influ­ 
ence on events in Whitesburg if the 
authorities realize the rest of the world 
knows what is happemng here.

SACRAMENTO SCENE 


Greed Of Legislators 
Courts Voter Reprisals 


By EARL G. WATERS 


California lawmakers, despite all of the 
warning signals of recent events, seem 
determined to play Russian roulette in 
the matter of their salaries and fringe 
benefits. They are acting as if they have 
a political death wish 


If the public reaction to the excesses in 
personal enrichment they have voted 
themselves does not result in individual 
defeats at the polls, it is surely building 
to where the voters will act through an 
initiative to strip them of many of the 
emoluments which they have taken for 
themselves. 


The hazard of being voted out of office 
is obvious The risks involved in having 
legislative compensation spelled out in an 
initiative seem to be escaping them. But 
history will show that when those entrust­ 
ed with responsibility do not act with 
discretion and within the bounds of rea­ 
sonableness, the corrective m easures 
taken in reaction are inevitably harsh. 
The Legislature’s failure to respond to 
public demands for environmental pro­ 
tection of the coastline and for campaign 
and lobby reforms provide recent exam­ 
ples of overkill initiative actions. 


HARDLY ANYONE would contend that 
those serving in the Legislature should be 
put to undue personal financial hard­ 
ships. But hardly anyone will condone 
those serving becoming enriched on pub­ 
lic pay. The taxpayers have an antipathy 
to being plucked like chickens. 


Holders of elective office seek that 
office knowing what the salary will be 
They should not expect annual cost-of- 
living adjustments accorded wage earn­ 
ers The American form of government is 
based upon citizen participation. Every 
citizen is expected to make some sacri­ 
fices so that the system will work Jury 
duty is a good example of that and the 
compensation for such duty is a pittance. 
So is that for most of the memberships on 
local government boards and commis­ 
sions and many city councils So is it for 
many state boards and commissions. 


But, in contriving the fiction that the 
Legislature is a full-time occupation, the 
lawmakers not only won themselves an 
excessive salary but have taken for 
themselves many other fringe benefits. 


They have given themselves automo­ 
biles and unlimited gasoline credit cards. 
They have given themselves year-around 
cam paign offices, euphem istically 
termed “district legislative offices,” and 
staffed them with political employees 
attentive to re-election needs Add to this 
their unlimited telephone credit cards 
and their tax-paid “news letters” and one 
can see why it is difficult to unseat an 
incumbent In addition to their salaries, 
other direct cash benefits handed them 
are the $30 a day “away from home" 
living expenses seven days a week, 
prepaid health insurance in excess of that 
given to state employees, and an uncons­ 
cionable retirement benefit. 


ITON — There is little doubt 
that the scandals in the Nixon adminis­ 
tration are strengthening conservative 
forces in the United States. 


The visible public displeasure with 
everything connected with the name of 
Watergate is not primarily aiding the 
Democratic Party, is not appreciably 
hurting the Republican Party; it is aug­ 
menting the voice of conservatism. 
Today many if not most conservatives 
are unhappy with both parties. 


THIS IS ONE of the most striking and 
sigmficant political developments in post- 
Watergate America. 
____ 


It isn’t just pervasive distaste for the 
offenses cited in the articles of impeach­ 
ment. It is the mounting centralization of 
personal power in the hands of the 
president and the lack of restraint in 
using such power which most offends and 
scares conservatives. 
It is not only traditional conservatives 
who are becoming alienated from an 


administration they thought was devoted 
to their cause; there are liberals who are 
becoming disillusioned with traditional 
liberalism and who are feeling uncertain 
and uncomfortable. 


It is happening on both sides of the 
political center. 


TIME WAS WHEN MOST liberals took 
certain political facts as given without 
further questioning. Franklin Roosevelt 
was their hero. Democrats constituted 
their party automatically, and a strong 
central government was accepted uncriti­ 
cally as the assured means of creating 
the good society. 


Many Americans, including traditional 
liberals, are today changing their minds 
on these matters for a variety of reasons. 
Some because they accept the judgment 
of Daniel Moynihan that the federal 
government “is good at collecting taxes 
but bad at dispensing services.” Others 
because they have seen that the big 
antipoverty programs of Lyndon Johnson 


did not come near to fulfilling their 
promises. And most of all because they 
see big government — and big presidency 
— endangering the liberties of a free 
society. 


THE MAN WHO HAS best described 
this mental and political transformation 
of many Americans is Haynes Johnson, 
who has gone through the experience 
himself and who has written about it in 
an article called “The Odyssey of a New 
Conservative.” 


Haynes Johnson is a Pulitzer Prize- 
winning correspondent of the Washington 
Post, author of such books as “The Bay 
of Pigs,” “Fulbright: the Dissenter” and 
“Lyndon” — some of which he says he 
would write differently today — and one 
whom David Halberstam might describe 
as one of “the best and the brightest.” 
Here is the theme of his own political 
odyssey: 


“I find myself in a peculiar position,” 
he wrote a few days ago. “In private 


conversation with such as George Will 
and James Buckley (Will, the Washington 
columnist of conservative National Re­ 
view, and Buckley, the Conservative New 
York senator' I discover far more areas 
of intellectual agreement than disagree­ 
ment. I want to limit the powers of the 
state, to preserve the delicate checks and 
balances so carefully crafted into our 
Constitution nearly two centuries ago and 
to protect the individual against the 
tyranny of the mob. 


“I .AM A NEW conservative with no 
place to go politically. I long ago cast off 
any allegiance to the Democrats as a 
party. 
“I am not sure any more what either 
they or the Republicans represent. 
“Old liberals have become new con­ 
servatives, and old conservatives have 
become — what? I say all this because I 
suspect many Americans today share my 
disquiet.” 
They do.

fairly good wage increase if it were 
accompanied by a cost of living clause, 
which most trade unions already have in 
their contracts. The employers flatly 
rejected any talk of a cost of living 
clause. .. We were offered some im­ 
provements in our sick leave and holiday 
program but none in our vacation sched­ 
ule. We were offered a small increase in 
our pension program but which still left 
us far behind Oakland and San Francis­ 
co The employers rejected a pay pro­ 
gram for apprentices while attending 
school which Oakland and San Francisco 
have had for years. Our most important 
health and welfare program (hospital 
plan) they refused to keep us at our 
current standard . We did take it back 
to our membership and they voted by a 
4to-l margin to reject their proposal and 
go on strike. 
It was 10 days before the employers 
were willing to start negotiating again. In 
the six-week strike they would only talk 
with us twice. Nothing fruitful came at 
either of these meetings. The union was 
then served with a lawsuit claiming the 
strike was illegal. As was pointed out, 
some language was inserted in our old 
contract that was not negotiated or even 
discussed (nobody seems to know how it 
got there) that seemed to say we could 
not go on strike, but had to work on a 
year to year basis at our old rates until 
we agreed on a new' contract.. The 
employers then gave us a proposal which 
we took back to the membership. They 
voted by a 2-to-l margin, not 3-to-l as 
reported, to accept their proposal. .. 
Their offer amounted to a 33 per cent 
increase at the end of three years, not 37 
per cent as reported, and only if every 
member takes his full sick leave and is 
entitled to a three-week vacation, which 
the majority is not. It did include a 
maintenance of benefits on our health 
and welfare program. .. It did not in­ 
clude a much-needed cost of living 
clause. Our apprentices will finally be 
paid some for going to school but no­ 
where near the other areas’ pay rate. ..

Goldwater's supporters booed 
Rockefeller at the 1964 GOP 
Convention when he offered a 
concilatory speech 
"He ducked at least two pres­ 
idential races...,” Goldwater 
said "The problem I have as a 
conservative Republican is peo- 
pie going out before Republi­ 
cans in this country and extol­ 
ling him It won’t go over ” 
Rockefeller shrugged off 
Goldwater’s remarks when they 
were reported to him 
"I think we face so many 
difficult problems of such seri­ 
ous character that all of us 
should concentrate on uniting 
the nation of a bipartisan basis 
and not worry about politics," 
he said 
Another senior Republican, 
who asked not to be named, 
was more blunt: “ Barry should 
have kept his mouth shut." 
Appearing before television 
cameras later in the day, Gold 
water rowed back on his criti 
cism of Rockefeller and said he 
would support a Ford Rockefel 
ler ticket in 1976 if they were 
the party 's choice.

S. Vietnam 
Aid Escapes 
Senate Cut 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate today narrowly defeated 
a move to cut $150 million for 
South Vietnam from the al­ 
ready sharply reduced defense 
appropriations bill. 


The senators voted 47 to 44 
against an am endm ent by Sen 
W illiam 
P ro x m ire, 
D-Wis.. 
which would have reduced mili­ 
tary’ aid for South Vietnam 
from $700 to $550 million. 


The Senate acted after Sen ’ 
John McClellan, D-Ark., read a 
letter from Defense Secretary 
Jam es R. Schlesinger warning 
th at the proposed reduction 
would seriously hinder South 
V ietnam ’s abilitv to defend it­ 
self. 
Proxm ire argued strenuously 
that the South Vietnam ese have 
been doing well and they would 
continue to with $550 million in 
m ilitary 
aid 
— 
the 
sam e 
amount extended last year 
The Senate voted down the 
Proxm ire effort to further cut 
the defense bill after defeating 
a m aneuver, 71-21, by Sen B ar­ 
ry Goldwater. R A m ., to delete 
entirely military aid to South 
Vietnam 
Goldwater had argued that 
the United States should either 
live up to its com m itm ent to 
provide military’ aid to the Sai­ 
gon governm ent, or elim inate it 
entirely. 
Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton, D 
Mo., announced he would move 
to set a ceiling of $81 billion on 
the defense budget. 
McClellan presented the $82 
billion bill yesterday 
It had 
been pared down by $5 billion 
from the original adm im stra 
tion request of $87 billion. He 
warned there was a move afoot 
“to make across-the-board cuts 
— meat axe cuts." 


Solar Heating 
Under Study By 
Council In Davis 


DAVIS (UPI) — A proposed 
building code, designed to use 
the simplest form of solar heat­ 
ing and cut electricity use by 30 
p<r cent, is being studied by the 
Davis City Council. 
If ap proved, the proposal 
would re q u ire d evelop ers to 
equip new homes and ap art­ 
ments with a num ber of energy- 
saving features that could cut 
an estim ated $80 to $100 a year 
from electricity bills. 
In brief, the proposal would 
require the use of light colored 
roofs, m ore w indow s facing 
south because they are the 
most energy efficient in the 
sum m er and winter, and natu­ 
ral ventilation or mechanical 
ventilation using outside air. 
The proposal was presented 
to the City Council earlier this 
week by a team of researchers 
from the University of Califor­ 
nia at Davis

These included tape record- I 
ings, address books, manu­ 
scripts written by Leary, a 
mink coat and stereo equip­ 
ment. 


The two then arranged to sell 
the property back to Mrs. j 
Leary for $20,000, but were ; 
arrested June 6 when they went 
to a San Francisco hotel to 
make the transfer.

Thomas hinted in court yester-; 
day that Miss Viertel's decision 
to testify against herself and 
Dewald stems from a plea bar­ 
gain. but he did not elaborate

accompanied the dropout Har­ 
vard professor to Europe and 
Africa after he escaped in 1970 
from prison, where he was 
serving time for possessing | 
marijuana 
While in Switzerland, Leary 
met Joanna Harcourt-Smith. 
and she became his companion 
and took his name, although 
they apparently never married 
Leary was arrested in Af­ 
ghanistan in 1972 and returned 
to the U.S. to continue serving 
his sentence.

G O P Posts Big 
Gain In Florida 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (UPI) 
— Despite the Republican scan­ 
dal of Watergate, Republicans 
picked up more new voters in 
Florida over the past two years 
than the Democrats. 
In one of the smallest in­ 
creases in modern Flonda his­ 
tory, the Democratic registra­ 
tion between 1972 and 1974 
increased by a slim 1,426. 
Republicans added 44,074 and 
independents 21,840. 
However, the Democratic 
party continues to dominate 
registration, with seven out of 
every 10 voters signed up in the 
Democratic column. 
The registration figures, com­ 
piled after the books closed 
several weeks ago, show the 
state has 3,554,788 eligible vot­ 
ers. That includes 2,396,03 Dem­ 
ocrats, 1,019,073 Republicans 
and 139,695 independents.

Getting The Most 
Out Of Your Boot 


,r *; A boat owner who was a victim of last winter’s 
fuel crisis and economic slump has sold his boat 
this summer because, he told me: “It costs too 
much for what you get out of it.” 
He sold although he likes boating and the 
healthy outdoor activity it entails. 
Of course “getting the most -------------------------------------------- 
out of one’s boat” depends en- 
^.tirely on the enthusiasm and 
ingenuity of the individual. For 
*“ £xample, I know a water skier, 
actively engaged in competi­ 
tion, who only last year discov­ 
ered that by getting an “expo- 
sure” suit he could extend his 
practice time by three months 
every year. 
With a tight-fitting, foam rub­ 
ber suit it’s possible to ski 
almost any day of the year, 
unless you live in a part of the 
“country where the water freez- 
M res. 
Another man I know, an ar­ 
dent fisherman, sold his large 
boat, and got a trailer boat that 
now goes everywhere. He just 
bad the wrong kind of boat. 
Still another had to give up 
■“ 'because he “just couldn’t fix 
anything ” Someone gave him a 
flo-it-yourself. fix-it book and 
now he’s happy. 
Here’s some of the questions 
I’ve been asked 
r ” 
Q. How can I replace the 
“non-skid” paint on the inside 
" ’ of my aluminum duck hunt- 
ing boat? 
A. First the aluminum must 
-be primed with zinc chromate 
. primer, available at aluminum 
• boat dealers or aircraft supply 
houses. This gives other type 
paints something to stick to. 
Then apply two coats of exteri­

sprinkle it with well-

washed, and dried, fine sand. 
Q. How do yon tighten a 
rivet on an aluminum boat? 
A. Get an auto body-shop 
dolly block (or some other 
heavy piece of iron) for back­ 
ing. Place it on the head of the 
rivet and tap the expanded end 
(usually on the inside of the 
boat) with the ball end of a ball- 
peen hammer. This will expand 
the rivet through its length to 
fill the hole. If you have to 
replace a rivet, a dealer in 
aluminum boats will get one for 
you. Be sure it’s a snug fit, then 
treat as described above 
Q. Can you train a dog to 
retrieve from a boat? 
A. I know a labrador retriev­ 
er that has been trained to 
bring ducks back to a boat and 
climb a small ladder or stair 
which his owner has built to 
hang over the side. Teach him 
to use it on land first. 
Q. I bought a new outboard 
boat and the dealer practical­ 
ly insisted I fill out the war­ 
ranty card in front of him. He

A. You can be patient. The 
guy you are overtaking has the 
right of way. and if you do him 
any harm in passing, you are 
responsible. You might buy a 
loud bailer and ask him . . . 
very courteously . . . to let you 
pass. But it’s certain you’ll run 
into someone who'll refuse 
Q. Can you use boat costs 
as an entertainment expense 
on your income tax return? 
A. Yes, if it is a bona fide 
expense 
It’s done every day. 
Check with a taxation officer. 
Keep a close check on how 
much of the total boat use is 
devoted to the entertainment. 
Q. Is it legal anywhere to 
chase ducks in a power boat 
for bunting purposes? 
A. Only in some areas of 
Mexico. If you plan to take a 
boat — next to a gun it’s the 
most useful tool in getting 
ducks — duck hunting, get a 
copy of the Migratory Birds 
Convention Act from the Fish 
and Wildlife Service, Depart­ 
ment of the Interior, Washing­ 
ton, or talk to a conservation 
officer who knows the migrato­ 
ry birds law as it applies to 
your area It has some pretty 
stringent restrictions on power 
boats.

DETROIT CUPI) - General 
Motors Corp., bowing to White 
House pressure, today an­ 
nounced a token reduction of 
$54 from its planned price hike 
of $500 for 1975 model cars and 
trucks. 
GM said the reduction was in 
response to an appeal from 
President Ford to roll back the 
increase and help fight infla­ 
tion. 
The average increase on 
GM’s 1975 model cars, which 
are being put on sale as soon as 
dealers receive them, is now 
$446, including $100 to $160 for 
emission control equipment, $20 
for higher destination charges 
and the remainder to cover the 
higher costs of labor and mate­ 
rials. 
The move by the nation’s No. 
1 auto maker, the acknowl­ 
edged price leader, was seen as 
a gesture to take off the pres­ 
sure that has been building 
since Aug 9 when it announced 
the 9.5 per cent increase. 
President Ford was sharply 
critical of the hike and had 
called for a reduction. 
“This reduction is our re­ 
sponse to President Ford’s ap­ 
peal to all segments of the 
American public to help fight 
inflation.” GM chairman Rich­ 
ard C. Gerstenberg said in a 
three page news release. 
Gerstenberg said the new in­ 
crease would average 6 per 
cent for cars and 10 per cent for 
trucks. On cars, this would 
include between $100 and $160 
to cover the cost of adding new 
emmission control equipment. 
Ford Motor Co. president Lee 
A Iacocca said yesterday the 
No. 2 auto maker has little 
choice but to follow GM’s lead 
on prices Ford indicated in late 
July its increase on cars would 
average $418. But Iacocca said 
the hike now probably would be 
in the same range as GM in­ 
crease. 
Neither Chrysler Corp. nor 
American Motors has made any 
public disclosures on their pric­ 
ing action for 1975 models. 
G erstenberg, 
com plaining 
that GM will be absorbing 
about $100 per vehicle in unre- 
covered cost increases when 
the 1975s debut, said he shares 
the president’s concern with 
inflation 
“The national problem does 
not yield to an easy solution, 
nor can it be solved by one 
segment of our society, one 
industry, or one com pany,’’ 
Gerstenberg said. “We can say 
this—if every industry had a 
price record equal to that of the 
automobile industry, the na 
tion's inflation problem would 
be solved.” 
Gerstenberg, who had resist 
ed the White House’s jawboning 
for just over one week, hinted 
there would be further increas­ 
es if inflation pressures don t 
moderate. 
“ We feel that, in these ex 
traordinary times, we are doing 
our part," the GM chief execu 
tive said “ Whether there will 
be further price increases on 
our products will depend on the 
extent to which others exercise 
similar restraint and the forces 
of inflation can be brought un 
der control ”
